Hi Rich, 


In reference to the use of a green LED for setting the base bias of an 
amplifier versus a resistor, an LED will offer a fixed bias voltage and the 
resistor won't. For example, if you assume a NPN bipolar transistor 
amplifier with a common emitter, the LED 2 volt forward voltage drop that 
you speak of would set the base bias voltage to about 2.7 volts regardless 
of the emitter current (within limits of course). This is because there 
will be 2 volts across the LED plus about 0.7 volts across the base-emitter 
junction. The voltage across a resistor will change as the emitter current 
changes. The LED in this case is used like a Zener, except for the LED is 
used in the forward biased direction.

Never heard of this item before, so I did some digging on their web page. 
Very interesting to note that almost all their testimonials and comments are 
from the early 1990s and late 1980s. They seem to have received no comments 
they wish to share after about 1994. 


Since they claim to have furnished materiel to DoD, I checked the Federal 
Procurement Data System and found nothing - not under their current name - 
MAXX-COM or the name they used in the past, MAXCOM. This means they have not 
done any direct sales to the federal government in excess of $25K for the 
past several years. It is possible they have supplied units as a 
subcontractor that is part of an end item, but you would figure they would 
take credit for that on their page. They are registered in the federal 
contractor data base as a vendor, but the information was last updated in 
January, 1989 and shows a different address and phone number from the 
current web page (both in Fort Lauderdale). That means they don't have 
active contracts 

with DoD as that registration would determine where their payment goes. 


I don't care what these guys claim, I'd be real careful before sending them 
any money.

There's a certain minimal level of service that, if below, I'd like to be 


able to take money back! I've seen this with some companies, and 
to list them would be impractical. But suffice to that I give my 


money for a product, I expect that product. No tip. 


In a restaurant, that means delivering the food. If the service is 
friendly 

and the server ‘checks back' just to see if there's anything else (like 
another drink or to see if there are problems) that is ‘extra effort' and 
I tip. I've tipped 40% on an EXPENSIVE meal on one occasion 

when I felt the server did a good job. Where I can't tip in money, 

like the service from Elecraft when I've called, I try to make up for it 
with showing off their product and spreading the word. 


What is bad service? I've had a waitress argue with me when she got 

the order wrong. Then when the bill came, there it was on the bill, SHE 
was wrong. No tip. I had a waiter take my order, then when the meal 
came, he informed me ‘they didn't have xxx so...' making it take it or 
leave it. Well, what I did get was excellent, but I was ticked off. He 
never came back again, and the drinks were dry. No tip. In fact, that 
time I was waiting at the corner for the other person and the waiter 
started bad-mouthing me and my lack of tip to the other patrons. So 

I turned around the corner and asked if he'd like me to explain to all the 
other patrons WHY I didn't leave a tip. The manager ended up getting 
involved.... 


A tip shouldn't be a given for ‘clerk service'. But as soon as someone 
show any interest in you and your needs, regardless of the product or 
service, you what to reciprocate. Where a tip is appropriate, then show 
it. Where it's not, then show it by good will.

First, Let me say that many of the SMD components can actually be salvged 
and reused if care is taken in the un-soldering process. I have thought 
to try to make a small adapter for the Mini-Torch. Actually I have a small 
portable soldering iron that uses Butane Fuel, I forget the Brand at the 
moment, but the important fact is that it has a "Catalytic Converter" Tip 
that fits over the torch tip and a small metal Heat Deflector, the purpose 
of which is to Apply Heat to Heat Shrink Tubing. I anm thinking that a 
Special Deflector that would fit over the tip like the heat shield with a 
bit of flexiable tubing attached to an Aquarium Air Pump might make a 
handy little SMD Heat tool. 


I have removed many a part from pcb's using the standard Propane Torch, 
but that is best done out of doors under controlled conditions. The 
technique is to wave the torch around the soldered area and then rap the 
board on a wooden block. I usually hold the pcb with Sheetmetal Vice 
Grips. I also use a liece of Cotton Canvas stretched loosely between two 
boards (2 X 4's) This is like a Jewelers Catch bin at the work bench. 


The only drawback of this method is parts identification. 


PLEASE MAKE SURE TO USE SAFETY GLASSES OR GOGGLES AND GLOVES WHEN USING 
THIS PROCEDURE!!! YOU ARE RESPONSIABLE FOR YOUR OWN ACTIONS!!! 


Proper Ventilation is a must and care must be taken to avoid FIRE. 
Many of the Coatings and Paints on the PCB are Flammable and Toxic. 


I have not yet tryed it, but a Hair Dryer, or Better Yet a Paint Removal 
Heat Gun should also work for this procedure. I got a Paint Remover Gun 
with my new Paint Sprayer, but have not had a chance to check it out first 
hand on the pcb recycling procedure. 


On the other hand, you can just pick the bits out that you want to save 
and place the rest in a big can for other recycling. No, don't throw them 
away, the land fills are getting full now>:%% Put them in a Plain Brown 
Lunch bag and donate them to you local radio club as a "MYSTERY PRIZE" :4% 


I remember when we used to pay good money to buy those "Mystery $ 1.00 
Bags". O.K. That was quite a few years ago, I must admit. 


While I am at it, Let me tell you a little story about a small company that 


created what I like to think is, "The Ultimate in RE-Cycling SMD Components". 


Once upon a time in a far away land, (Across the Great Pond), In a small 
town in the Northern part of this Great Kingdom, where some are Knighted, 
and some times even United, There was a small Company that sold the little 
Bits and Pieces that we now know affectionally as "smd's" and some times 
floor sweepings :%%. 


Well, it seems that the owner of this fine company had a need for some 
small PCB's for a small kit project that he planned to sell for very 
reasonable price to his friends in the Amateur Radio Community. He drew up 
the plans and did a layout for the boards and sent it off to his favorite? 
pcb manufacturer. In a reasonable time period they called to advise that 
his large batch of boards would be arriving very soon. 


They did arrive very soon as promised, There was one small problem, All 
were "Etched Incorrectly". They had reversed his image and so they were 
all useless for the project. 


Now, we get to the part of the story that shows what an intelligent and 
resourseful man he was. He thought, Gee! I could add a few bits and 
pieces, and some proper solder and package these up in neat little plastic 
bags with a single sheet of instructions. What is it you ask? Why, it 
was of course "The Worlds Very First SMD Soldering Practice Kit!" 


I not only swear that this is a true story, but I can prove it. I would 
have to get out the shovel and head for my basement "Archives & Museum of 
QRP", But I am sure that there a few still hiding down there. 


His little company had the best SMD Catalog that I have ever seen. Then or 
now. If I had lived over there, I would have bought stock in the company. 


I won't embarrass him by giving his callsign, but I will give a hint. 
There are many famous Roses, but You will not likely fine one such as his. 


I forgot to mention that the smd components in the soldering practice kits 
were Unmarked factory "Fall Outs". IF you bothered to test them, most all 
were perfectly good. Rather like some of our ubigitious (sp?) 2n2222 
tranny's, the specs are not important, just NPN or PNP and Good or Bad. 


FYI - Here is another tip for SMD Re-Cycling, Try to obtain a Schematic 
of the Device and look it over carefully, this may reveal the magic part 


numbers, etc. Also be mindful that many (most) of the caps are unmarked. 


AADM and others make hand little component Analyzers or Capacitance 
Meters. These can be real hand with these little critters. I sawa 
particularly neat little Component Analyzer from UK, that our good friend 
Graham Firth had at our Timonium, MD "“ATLANTICON QRP Forum". I would 
have dearly liked to have won it. :%} 


Back to the Circuit identification. I have found that many times you can 
isolate a Segment of the Circuit and just "Cut it Out" with a Dremel 
(Moto-Tool) and a Fiberglass Reinforced Cutting Wheel. This yeilds a 
Modular segment of the pcb. All you need to do is add a few "Flying Leads" 
and you are in business. 


I first used that idea on an old portable transistor radio that was 
busted. I got it at a yard sale (flea market) for 50p ($1.00 U.S.). 


All I wanted was the "Audio Amplifier Section" They wanted $ 15.00 for a 
Bench Test Amplifier at the local Radio Shack (Tandy Store). Way more 
than I was willing to pay. After all it is only an LM386 and One Tranny 
pre-amp. 


I realize that this has gone on quite long, but i am hoping that you and 
others will find something that you can use within the many lines of 
information. (Male Cattle Excreation! :%%

Yes, That is also a good idea. Leave the SMD's on the board until needed. 


You can also measure them and make a little map on a piece of paper with a 
list of the components and values, you can even mark the board with a 
Black "Magic Marking Pen" using criss-cross grids. 1-10 across and A-J 
down the side. Then put Location ID on the list, Maybe even add the 
Circuit ID R1, Q1, etc. if they are already assigned on the pcb. 


I like to use a 4X6 or 5X7 Card for this, but naper also works. 
You can also use scotch tape and tape the bits to the card if you like. 


NOT Trannys or anything Static Sensitive! Scotch tape Generates a 
very large "STATIC Charge" when it is pulled loose. Try the experiment ot 
pulling a strip loose from a plastic laminate table top in the dark. 


If the air is "Right" just pulling a fair length off the roll quickly will 
give some interesting displays of what can happen to your Cmos chips with 
it. 


I just thought of one more crazy tip. You can use a round toothpick with 
one end cut off flush and a drop of super glue to attach it to a chip, 
then use the heat gun method to unsolder the chip. the Tooth pick, (wooden 
only) is used to pick it up when the solder re-flows. then you just park 
the toothpick in the edge of a corrogated box lid. 


Actually, I make up a block of Corrogated cardboard for use it the 
building bench. 


You take a cardboard box lid and cut strips about 1 to 1-1/2" wide and say 
12 to 18 inches long. then coat each side of the strips with Contact 
Cement and lay them on a sheet of Waxed Paper to dry. When all are ready, 
simply line them up and start sticking them together until they are the 
size that you require. I like to build in a Cardboard Carton with the 


Corrogated Parts Holder installed in the rear. 


You can also make the parts holder with different height strips to form 
terrace levels for various leaded components. 


As I sit here typing this reply, I noticed a particularly interesting 
cardboard box on the chair. It is currently being used as a File folder 
holder, but would make a very good kit building container. 


0.K. here is the approximate size for reference. The box is 18" wide by 
12" deep. the front is 3" high and the back is 7" high. 


I would recommend a Component compartment made as described above that is 
18 inches wide and about 3 to 4 inches thick with the height ranging from 
5" high in the front and 6" high in the rear, which would be contact 
cemented to the inside rear of the box. 


You will also find that this arrangement is also quite handy for holding 
many small tools and drills or engravers. Just make sure that you can get 
them out if the go all the way to the bottom of the corrogated channel. 
You can also Plug some holes with pieces of wooden Skewers. The larger 
diameter ones are best. Just cut them with a knife or razor saw and stick 
them in the hole. You can also use Small "Plastic Anchors" as hole plugs. 


I forgot to mention that the selected Cardboard carton was for Home Fire 
Extinguishers, but I have found Tomato Boxes and Fruit Cartons best. They 
usually have Doubled (folded) cardboard sides. Some even with handles. 


Speaking of Handles, I just last week Re-Made a Carton to carry small 
tools in the car. 


It started as an ordinary heavy duty cardboard carton of the correct size 
for my purposes. I had just received a shipment of heavy locks in it. 


First, I taped all of the joints on the INSIDE of the carton with "Duct 
Tape". This stuff "Holds the World Together". Then I cut out a piece of 
Square Cardboard (POSTAL Shipping Box). This was for the inside Bottom. I 
used contact cement on this and the bottom inside of the carton. The 
purpose of this Extra Bottom is two-fold. One to strengthen the carton and 
second, to prevent small parts from getting lost down inside of the 
bottom. You can also add a strip of clear packing tape around this on the 
inside to help keep the little bits out of the cracks. It also makes it 
easier to clean the box when needed. 


Next to the sides. Here you have to Modify the Top four flaps so that they 
will "FOLD DOWN INSIDE". This means trimming a bout a half inch of each 
edge and a larger amount off of the edge that will become the bottom of 


each side. Fold them all in for a nice trial fit. 


Next on two sides at the top of the folded in sides. locate the center of 
the side and with an AWL, make two holes in the top edge spaced 4" apart 
and centered. do this on two sides only, unless you want a Four Handle 
Carton. Next I took a length of #6 Solid Copper Jacketed Ground Wire. 
(Telephone Company Type Gray PVC covering). Old scraps that were 
previously used to secure the ends of the antenna ropes at the base of my 
Oak Trees. 


Form the Wire into a Rectangle that is about four inches wide by two to 
three inches high, with the ends over lapping at the bottom. Next you cut 
thru the insulation with a single edge razor blade to remove only the wire 
on the bottom of the "Rectangle Ring". Next, you straighten out the bttom 
sections enough to insert them into the holes previously made with the 
awl. Then refold them back together so that they overlap. Next clean the 
copper with an abrasive cloth and apply some plumbers flux to the exposed 
copper. Then I take a length of #24 Guage Solid copper "Telephone Wire" 
and strip it out. This is then Wrapped around the Joint on each side of 
the bottom of the joint. and tuck it in like making a lashing. Actually 
that is exactly what we are doing. "Lashing the ends of the #6 together. 


I could have used #6 Waxed Cord, but this is to be permanent. Next, apply 
a little more Flux paste to the newly applyed wrappings. Out with the 
torch and Plumbers solder. If you are careful, this can be done with 
burning the carton. Yes, I have done it. No, Not burn the carton. :%} 


A wet paper towel will quickly cool off the joint. Best let it wait to 
"Set" before appling wet towel. 0,K. the New Handles are in place. Just 
pull up on them and they are seated in place. Next apply contact cement to 
the inside of the carton and inside of flaps. When dry, press them 
together. 


It makes quite a nice Tool Caddy, and the price is right. 


Definately a project for my Re-Cyclers Handbook. If I ever find the time 
to write it. 


In the mean time I hope that all of my friends here in the World of QRP 
will find this interesting and useful. 


These ideas may be published in any QRP Publication as longe as the source 
is acknowledged.

Resistors + electrolytic capacitors are about the only components that 
can easily be reclaimed from surface mount boards. The 3-digit code is: 
102 = 10 * 1042 = 1000 ohms 

473 = 47 x 1043 = 47 k 


Non-electrolytic capacitors are not so often marked, but they can be 
marked with a letter code which has a similar meaning, I can look it up 
if it is of interest. If you have a capacitance meter, unmarked 
Capacitors can also be reclaimed. My experience is that the components 
are better kept on the board than in any sort of container, so I remove 
them as I need them.

MAXX-COM or the name they used in the past, MAXCOM. This means they have not 
done any direct sales to the federal government in excess of $25K for the 
past several years. It is possible they have supplied units as a 
subcontractor that is part of an end item, but you would figure they would 
take credit for that on their page. They are registered in the federal 
contractor data base as a vendor, but the information was last updated in 
January, 1989 and shows a different address and phone number from the 
current web page (both in Fort Lauderdale). That means they don't have 
active contracts 

with DoD as that registration would determine where their payment goes.

I recently purchased a Spectrol trimming tool for use with cermet multi-turn 
trimmers - it only cost 75p or about 50c. It also works very well on plastic 
dielectric trimmer capacitors, as the metal inserts in the tool are very 
small, and don't affect things noticeably if the rotor is 'hot', as is the 
case with an MC1350 output tuned circuit. It's double-ended, with a 
conventional screwdriver type blade on one end, the other end has the insert 
surrounded by the plastic, so that the tool doesn't slip off the adjustment 
screw head. 


It even comes with a neat pocket clip. I still keep losing mine, though, the 
cat steals pens, pencils and anything similar, as playthings.

Like always I'm late to this discussion because I read 
the digests only, and then only every few days. But then 
that characteristic right there maybe explains part of my 
answer. 


I can't quote the number of QSOs for 2002 because the log 

is at home and I am at work. It is 100-200 at least, mostly 
contest Qs, and all at 5 watt QRP using either my TenTec 
Scout or Argosy II turned down. 


I find I just don't like to ragchew. I don't find it 
enjoyable; I feel I rarely have much to say. And so I 
enjoy contests mostly, both phone and CW (although I 
desparately need to work on my Morse skills -- every since 
I added the microphone to my collection 2-1/2 years ago, 

I find I use CW less and less except for contests...). 


Generally I am just too tired to operate the radio. And 

I find I am too tired most days to read my e-mail also, 

so it is not the computer dragging me away. I don't 

watch television. Mainly I go for walks, try to visit 

with neighbors, listen to shortwave radio, and go to bed 
before 10 p.m. local time (often by 9 p.m.). Sitting 

in the basement trying to do a QSO doesn't necessarily 
thrill me, except for maybe 3-4 hours in a contest, 

if I can find the time amongst the families' busy schedule). 


It doesn't help that I have moved every summer for four 
years in a row, switching jobs each time (my wife has 
been finishing up seminary and is now a pastor, so it 
should settle down some, although I know I will need to 
move again next summer, like this summer, still in 

the same community but to a different temporary house). 
It gets to be a real drag. I am in a great job now, but 
the 8-9 hours a day are filled with work, so I go 

home feeling drained, too drained to want to drum up 
conversation for a ragchew. And I'm not set up to do 
construction/assembly work for electronic equipment, 
although I should be (I have a DSW-20 kit that still 


awaits assembly almost two years since I bought it from 
SWL, an older OHR Sprint needing a replacement final, a 
BLT kit to build, and a PTO to rebuild in my T-T Argosy). 


The most radio fun I had in the last 3 years, besides my 
annual dive into Sweepstakes (both CW and SSB, which I 
thoroughly enjoy), was my year of living in North Dakota 
(from July 2000 to July 2001). It was exciting to be 
"rare", propagation seemed better from there (it was also 
part of the sunspot high period), and it overlapped with 
the year (mostly that summer and fall) when I chased the 
100 DX stations for the ARRL Millenial DXCC certificate. 
It was also a banner year for me in the 40m foxhunt (when 
I got 35 or so pelts, higher than the usual 50% I did 
before and since). Radio life has been down hill in the 
time since then, losing much of its fun at the same time 
as life seemed to get all that much more complicated and 
tiring. 


"Tired" is the operative word for me right now. Hopefully 
that will change again at some point to something more 
positive. (I sure hope so...)

I've seen this topic come up on this group numerous times, and 
it's no different this time than before.

They fired me 
within a year for being a smartass, and then got very upset when they 
discovered that the design software I wrote for myself was not on their 
computer. It was a package for designing equalizers for arbitrary delay 
characteristics that I had written in the evenings at home. 


I have met a couple of other engineers in the ASU science and 
engineering library. We all have the same work history for the same 
reasons. The whiners and sloths on this list (as well as others) who 
complain bitterly about having to put forth any effort for themselves are 
no different than the engineers and managers I've known who shield their 
incompetence and lack of initiative by intimidating and discharging the 
people they need the most to keep their businesses competitive. 


I have no compassion at all for people who refuse to put forth 
any initiative. My suggestion to them is to take up knitting, if they can 
handle it.

R/Mers, 


R-M/30 [revised/modified R-M/20] 


This info is based on empirical design on a sample of 1 -- YMMV. Machined 
DIP pins were installed to facilitate changing parts to find out what= 
worked. 


600 mW output to a 50 ohm load measured with a WM-2. 
680 Hz shift determined by listening to my FT-847 with 25 Hz filter. 
No noticeable drift was experienced from power on. 


Parts changed are: 

D5 -- 8 V zener 

C10, 11 -- 47 pF npo 

L1 -- 6.8 uH=20 

L2, L3 -- 1.15 uH [.68 and .47 in series] 


All other parts as supplied with the R-M/20 


Filter values were selected from the W1FB's Design Notebook. L2 and L3 
values were spec'd to be 0.96 uH. A choke value of 1 uH +/=96 would 
probably work but I used what I had on hand. Winding some toroids (137-2) 
would be OK too. 


The crystals I have are marked 10.111 and the as-built output frequency is 
low at 10.109 MHz. A 15 pF npO cap was added in series with Y2 which 
raised the output frequency to 10.113. A small choke in series with Y2 
lowered the frequency. Maybe a DIP switch could be used to select a couple 
of different values. Hmmmmm..... I'm making QSOs at 10.109 but have yet to 
QSO anyone on 10.113. Must be a frequency to avoid... [g] 


Whatever you add to the Y2 circuit, make sure that the output power remains 
the same. This indicates that you the drive levels are probably still OK. 

I've ordered a pair of 10.106 crystals from Brice to get closer to the QRP 

calling frequency. 


If you have proper test equipment and measure all this stuff, go for it. 
Dave indictated that it would take some detailed analysis to ensure that 
spectral response has not suffered. 


R-M/40 VXO 

My first idea using a trimmer and a toroid choke in series with Y2 didn't 
work too well. It caused funny things to happen during transmit. Asa 
result of adding just a series cap to Y2 on the R-M/30, the R-M/40 circuit 
was changed to a trimmer only. 


An 8-50 pF trimmer was added in series with the 7040 Y2 crystal. The 
frequency range worked out to be about 7040 to 7043, max to min on the 
trimmer. It was neat to be able to tune to some of the weaker signals. =20 


The DIP switch Idea or some other arrangement to switch in a bank of cap 
values might be useful here too. A way to isolate the trimmer from ground 
and access it from the front panel would be better. Something to work on.

It was exciting to be 
"rare", propagation seemed better from there (it was also 
part of the sunspot high period), and it overlapped with 
the year (mostly that summer and fall) when I chased the 
100 DX stations for the ARRL Millenial DXCC certificate. 
It was also a banner year for me in the 40m foxhunt (when 
I got 35 or so pelts, higher than the usual 50% I did 
before and since). Radio life has been down hill in the 
time since then, losing much of its fun at the same time 
as life seemed to get all that much more complicated and 
tiring. 

"Tired" is the operative word for me right now. Hopefully 
that will change again at some point to something more 


positive. (I sure hope so...)

I have been totally blind all my 39 years, and a ham off and on for 25 of 
them. However, much of the more technical literature is simply not 
available in a form I can use. A recent search of the library of congress 
for electronics texts in braille yieled "boy's first book of electronics" 
copyright 1969, and other similar material. 

Although the ARRL handbook is now available on cd-rom, it is in Adobe PDF 
format which does not translate well to spoken text. Of course the 
diagrams are missing, and the text of most of the equations and tables is 
scrambled and distorted into utter nonsense. 


I am currently negotiating with a braille press the publication of the 
handbook in braille, but so far, it is cost prohibitive. The last quote I 
had ran to around $300 per copy. I will gladly pay this if and when it is 
printed. 


To close, I have not yet been flamed for asking a question, but I post this 
as a reminder to all. Some of us would gladly "look it up", however, the 
books and resources are simply not available to us for many and various 
reasons.

First off, DON'T try to take anything in your carry on luggage. It won't go.

Although the ARRL handbook is now available on cd-rom, it is in Adobe PDF 
format which does not translate well to spoken text. Of course the 
diagrams are missing, and the text of most of the equations and tables is 
scrambled and distorted into utter nonsense. 


I am currently negotiating with a braille press the publication of the 
handbook in braille, but so far, it is cost prohibitive. The last quote I 
had ran to around $300 per copy. I will gladly pay this if and when it is 
printed.

Some of us would gladly "look it up", however, the 
books and resources are simply not available to us for many and various

Be careful what you are comparing. Try modeling the two with the inverted V 
at a higher elevation in the center then the horizontal version. If you 
just lowered the ends then you end up comparing the antennas at two 
different heights. That will make a difference in the gain figure. 


If memory serves me right - and sometimes it doesn't - one of the earlier 
versions of one of the modeling program actually came with a tutorial of 
sorts that showed that the inverted V had a pattern very similar to the 
dipole if you raised the center of the V a bit above the height of the dipole.

>My experience is older information - but for what it's worth.

>I flew to Atlanticon earlier this year with a DSW-20 portable station in

It's a very good assembly language! Have you tried the TI DSPs? 


I used one a few years ago with a DC receiver, and a DDS local oscillator. 
It worked very well. ADI have stopped making it, unfortunately. I think the 
replacement with an ADSP-2191 is more expensive. It's got a faster chip, 
though that isn't really needed for audio processing.
